SUBJECT: MontlUjr Survey Report - BGFiend/BGFlume - 15 June to 15 July 1952 


1* Program Content 

HTGrubby broadcast dally in this period except for 5 July* Subjects 
treated prominently during this period were the Second Youth Congress, the 
Five Year Plan, the Penal Code and biographies of Communist officers* 
order to adopt a more positive type of propaganda, the staff has commenced 
to write a series of talks on each of the four principles of the HTNel^* 

The paucity of information coming from within Albania and shortage of staff 
were responsible for the several "repetitions” of talks vhich were originally 
given prior to 1 April and which in all probability were never heard the 
first time they were transmitted because of propagation difficulties* 

2* Reception in Albania 

The Pine Tree team informed us that HTGrubby was intelligible much of 
the time in the Kukes area during the period of about two months in idilch 
they were there* The Willow team who had no radio of their own informed us 
that they talked to an Albanian who told them that he had heard HTGrubby in 
Durres at the home of a cousin. Unfortunately neither Pine nor Willow was 
able to give us ai;y information on the reaction of the people to HTGrubby^ 
although the fomer did state that the morale of the members of their team 
was considerably raised as a result of HTGrubby broadcasts*
